Utt Receives Letter from 
State Official Asking 
Site Survey 

A new .>itate highway patrol 
office for Santa Ana and Orange 
county, providing enlarged quar¬ 
ters and increa.sed .service, loomed 
as a practical certainty today. 

Assemblyman .lames li. Utt's 
campaign for the expansion, an¬ 
nounced in The Journal last week, 
bore fruit today. Utt today began 
a search for a .suitable location 
for the office. Ifirector Ray In¬ 
gels of the department of motor 
vehicles promised an immediate 
investigation. He will send a 
representative here as .soon as a 
suitable site can be found. 

Present Office f'ram|>e<I 

Ingels promi.sed immediate In¬ 
vestigation leading to the improve¬ 
ment, in a letter to Utt. Utt last 
week urged establi.shment of some 
kind of branch office hero to re¬ 
place the pre.sent cramped quar¬ 
ters in the courthouse basement. 

Construction or purchase of a 
building is Impossil'lc, Ingels said, 
since his department has no 
money to purchase quarters. A 
building large enough for more 
complete .service, with parking 
space nearby, could be rented, 
however, Ingels said. 

Favors .North .Main 

Utt said he would search im¬ 
mediately for an available location 
and notify Ingels, who promi.sed 
to send a representative to inves¬ 
tigate as .soon as a possible site 
is found. 

Utt said a location on North 
Main street, accessible from 
Orange and Anaheim, with park¬ 
ing space nearby, would be best. 

Ingels' letter follows: 

"I appreciate very much your 
letter of July 11 requesting that 
we estahli.sh a branch office for 
Orange county.

"I do not think it advi.sable to 
estahli.sh a branch office at the 
present time, but we might e.s- 
tablish an enlarged highway patrol 
office wherein registration mat¬ 
ters may be taken care of by 
clerks under the direct super¬ 
vision of the captain and practi¬ 
cally the same service rendered 
to the public as Is rendered by a 
branch office with a branch man¬ 
ager. 

"If you think this advi.sable I 
would appreciate your looking for 
a favorable location that we could 
rent, as we have no money to 
purchase, and I will .send .someone 
down for further Investigations."

Frances Creighton, electrocuted 
for the poison eggnog murder of 
Mrs. Ada Applegate, ^,was the 
first per.son in Sing Sing prison's 
history ever carried to the electric 
chair. 

Semi-comatose, her head lolling 
against the back of a wheel chair, 
Mrs. Creighton was trundled into 
the death chamber late last night 
and executed along with Everett 
C Applegate, husband of the 
slain woman. 

Applegate, in conlrasl. calmly 
walked In unassisteil two minutes 
after Mrs. Creighton was pro¬ 
nounced (lead. He faced witnes.ses 
to protest his innocence, and in¬ 
voked Divine mercy for the dis- 


I trict attorney who had pro-secuted 
him. 

I Fini.shed, he cleared his throat, 
.sat down and was pul to death.

State Insurance 
Deadline Nears 


Contributions of employers and 
deductions from salaries of em¬ 
ployes under the California Unem¬ 
ployment Reserves act, which pro¬ 
vides unemployment insurance, 
must be filed by July 31, local 
business men and employers were 
reminded today. 

To assist in the preparation of 
reports, a deputy of the California 
Unemployment Reserves commis- 
,sion will be stationed at the Santa 
Ana Chamber of Commerce office 
Monday and Tue.sday, July 20 and 
21, it was announced. 

Orange county has a total of 187 
employers and 5861 employes who 
are subject to the act, according 
to a report of the commission.

WASHINGTON. (JP> — A two¬ 
fold defense was prepared today 
for the coming trial of former 
Lieut. Com. John S. Farnsworth, 
who is accused of selling naval 
secrets to an agent of the Japa¬ 
nese imperial navy. 

Lying on a narrow cot in his 
jail cell, running nervous fingers 
through his prematurely gray 
hair, Farnsworth outlined one of 
the points in his defense. He in¬ 
sisted that he negotiated with the 
Japane.se for the sole purpose of 
obtaining employment in Japanese 
aviation and that he never di¬ 
vulged American naval data. 

Relatives indicated another line 
of defense. They intimated it 
would be based on recent state¬ 
ments of his parents that he had 
been irresponsible ever since he 
was knocked unconscious in an 
airplane crash in Persacola Bay, 
Fla., some years ago. 

Tells His Story 

Farnsworth told reporters his 
own story of the events that led 
to his arrest recently by the 
G-men and naval Intelligence op¬ 
eratives. 

Again and again, he denied that 
he had sold to an agent of Japan 
a confidential copy of "The Serv¬ 
ice of Information and Security,” 
an American navy document. He 
said he gave a batch of photo¬ 
graphs and other papers to a 
member of the Japane.se emba.ssy, 
but that these were merely evi¬ 
dence of his experience and qual¬ 
ifications for the job he .sought 
and were not .secret data. 

He proposed, he said, that the 
Japanese government engage him 
as a flying instructor. He asked 
.$.'>0,000 as a ra.sh down payment, 
he added, and a commission and 
salary as commander in the Japa¬ 
nese navy, with the stipulation 
that in case of war with the 
United States he would not con¬ 
tinue the job. 

<;ot ".Not a Cent” 

The negotiations fell through, he 
.said, and "not a cent was paid to 
me.” The 43-year-old officer, who 
was court-martialed and dismia.sed 
from the navy nine years ago, 
said: 

"Aviation was all I knew and 
naturally I turned to that as a 
means of regaining my feet, mak¬ 
ing my comeback.

"The Chinese .said no. I also got 
a letter from the Amtorg IRus- 
sian trade agency) saying that 
they had hired all the engineers 
they needed, but that they would 
keep me in mind for somthing 
later. None of the other emba.ssies 
replied” 

He said that later he wrote to 
the Japanese embassy and "they 
.seemed interested.”

Action Monday 

Because less than a month re¬

Technically, the advertising and 
publicity fund will not be created 
until Aug. 6, when a new ordi¬ 
nance providing the fund becomes 
effective, but bills for a float 
would not have to be paid until 
after that time, and city officials 
expressed opinions the procedure 
would be regular. Expected to use 
about 10 per cent of the city busi¬ 
ness license fees, the fund will 
make between $3500 and $4000 
available for the fiscal year. 

Poll of Councllmen 

Councilmen Plummer Bruns and 
William Penn both expressed 
themselves as wholeheartedly in 
favor of entering the event. 

“I think it would be a good 
thing,” commented Bruns. “It 
would make for friendliness be¬ 
tween the cities.” 

“I’m in favor of participating 
adequately this year,” said Coun¬ 
cilman Ernest H. Layton. “Cir¬ 
cumstances in the past have forced 
us to stay out, but it should be 
a matter of civic pride to take 
part. When the matter comes up 
I'm going to support the Idea of 
entering a float in keeping with 
Santa Ana’s size and dignity.” 

Reason for Fund 

Mayor Fred C. Rowland was out 
of town and could not be con¬ 
tacted. Councilman Joseph P. 
Smith also was absent from the 
city, but neither official is known 
to be opposed to entering the 
Tournament of Lights. 

In previous years expenditures 
for such purposes were of doubt¬ 
ful legality under the city’s book¬ 
keeping system, and It was for 
that and similar reasons that a 
special advertising and publicity 
fund was created. 


MADISON, Wis. (iP) — An ex¬ 
tensive investigation of charges by 
independent oil jobbers of the 
county that an oil trust Is at¬ 
tempting to squeeze them out of 
business, is proceeding secretly 
here behind the closed doors of a 
grand jury room and under the 
guidance of federal officials acting 
directly on instructions from 
Washington. 

The investigation has been un¬ 
der way since May 4 with the ex¬ 
ception of one brief recess.

An official of one oil firm, Will¬ 
iam A. Tracy, of Fort Worth, Tex., 
bulk sales manager of the Sinclair 
Refining Company, was indicted 
on charges of perjury In the only 
report the grand jury has made 
so far. 

The investigation, ordered by 
Attorney General Homer S. Cum¬ 
mings on complaint of the Na¬ 
tional Oil Marketers Association, 
has to do with allegations that the 
independent jobbers are subject to 
unfair competition with larger 
companies through manipulation 
of contracts and price schedules. 

Anti-trust experts from the de¬ 
partment of justice were sent to 
Madison from Washington to join 
District Attorney John J. Boyle 
in conducting the Inquiry. 

To date nearly 100 witnesses, 
mostly representatives of oil com¬ 
panies, have been questioned and 
voluminous stacks of records have 
been subpoenaed.

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Flat Feet 
Need Early 
Treatment 

By Claud North Clirlsman, M. D. 

I believe the commonest of all 
foot troubles is flat feet. They 
ruin the posture and carriage. 
They make prolonged foot work 
impossible. They tire and deplete 
the entire anatomy. 

The condition is often found in 
very young children and in that 
case corrective treatment should 
be given at once. 

As a rule, flat foot gets little 
attention until the person is 
grown and begins to wonder why 
his feet hurt so much. By that 
time, much permanent damage is 
done and the difficulty of correc¬ 
tion is much greater. 

We have long said that the dis¬ 
tress we call "growing pains” in 
children is rheumatic and have 
treated it accordingly. I wonder if 
most of these aching shins could 
not be relieved by paying atten¬ 
tion to the structure of the foot. 

To treat or even study fiat foot 
intelligently, you must know some¬ 
thing of the way the foot is built 
and how it functions in relation to 
the body. There are two long 
bones extending from the knee to 
the ankle; the tibia being the 
large bone on the inside and the 
fibula, a smaller one on the out¬ 
side. They fit over the top of a 
keybone in the foot, their ends 
making the ankle bones and an¬ 
other bone underneath extends 
backward to form the heel. 

The last mentioned bone is the 
first to touch the ground when we 
step. To it is attached the large 
tendon that goes up the back of 
the leg. These bones are only the 
beginning of the intricate machin¬ 
ery of the foot, but they carry the 
weight of the body and upon their 
balance depends the free action 
and welfare of the entire body. 

Usually in an examination to 
determine flat feet, the patient 
places the foot upon an impression 
paper to see if too much of the 
sole of the foot rests on the floor 
in taking a step. 

A much better way is to meas¬ 
ure the lines formed by the leg I 
and ankle bones. If entirely nor¬ 
mal. a plumb line will pass exact¬ 
ly from the middle of the back of 
the knee, down the large tendon 
and through the center of the heel ] 
bone. In front, a plumb line from 
the center of the knee cap .should 
pass down the shin and through 
the center of the ankle to the 
cleft between the great toe and ; 
its next neighbor. j

The bullet—slightly less than i 
.32 calibre - ranged downward I 
through the left part of her chest , 
and left powder burns. The girl's 
'ace had been mutilated with a ^ 
tharp instrument. Coroner Baier | 
said an attempt had been made to 
assault her criminally. ;

A New Triple Alliance 

"TAISCONTENT with the present American social and 

economic systems manifested itself in a super- 
concentrated form yesterday when Dr. Townsend, Father 
Coughlin and the Rev'erend Smith joined forces in a politi¬ 
cal alliance against the Democratic and Republican 
parties. 

The new three-way party was born at the Cleveland 
convention of the Townsend movement amid a cascade 
of abuse for the New Deal and the G. O. P., in which 
Father Coughlin referred to President Roosevelt as a 
‘‘betrayer and liar,” and to Landon’s philosophy as a 
“return to the days of economic slavery.” 

Orthodox politicians will make a great mistake if 
they underestimate the strength of the new coalition. As 
Dr. Townsend says, it is formed of “groups of unhappy 
and discontented voters.” And, God knows, the United 
States is full of them, whether they are enrolled or not 
in the OARP, the Union for Social Justice or the Every- 
Man-a-King movement. 

In this new party you’ll find something that’s lacking 
in the other two—a religious feeling and a deep and vital 
concern for the welfare of mankind through the abolition 
of poverty, disease, crime, ignorance and injustice. I 

Such feelings were the mainsprings of great world i 
movements in the past, such as the Crusades and the i 
exodus of the Puritans from Europe. They mark an emo¬ 
tional upheaval and a striving for better things that 
cannot be denied as long as man aspires to improve his 
condition. 

In the case of the Townsend-Coughlin-Smith party, 
however, the voter should consider not only the humani¬ 
tarian objectives of the coalition—but also the methods 
by which it is proposed to reach them. For no matter 
how good a party’s intentions are, it is the results which 
count. 

The voter should ask himself: “Will a combination of 
the $200-a-month pension idea, the share-the-wealth move¬ 
ment and several unusual money and credit theories make 
a Utopia out of the United States? Or will it throw the 
country into a financial chaos? 

And in considering this question, he should remember 
that a wise and good government is based not only on 
love, but also upon proven and tested intelligence.

Long Distance Injustice 

S o LONG as the WPA system of unemployment relief 
is continued, it is important that a fair scale of wages 
be maintained in the various counties of the state. In the 
past this has not been the case, and as a result WPA 
workers in Orange county received much less per month 
than those in Los Angeles and San Diego counties— 
although the projects they worked on were just as impor¬ 
tant and the cost of living here is the same. 

This condition is to be remedied to some extent on 
Aug. 1, when a 10 per cent increase in the Orange county 
WPA pay scale goes into effect. The boost will make the 
Orange county pay per month for common labor S52.80 
as compared to the Los Angeles-S«,n Diego scale of .$55. 

The WPA should be fairly administered throughout 
the state. And this calls for boosting the Orange county 
rate to $55 a month—equal to that in the two neighbor- ’ 
ing counties. The blame does not rest on local officials, 
however. It belongs to congress, which set up in Wash¬ 
ington the detailed regulations that govern us out here 
3,000 miles away. i

For Safer Driving 

S POKANE and Seattle are trying out a plan to curb 
the growing number of deaths by automobiles. Each 
of these cities is installing an automobile testing plant, 
where each motorist must demonstrate that his car is not 
defective as to brakes, or lights, or in any other way that 
might endanger his life or other lives. 

These cities will not do repair work, but will insist 
that defective automobiles be immediately put in first- 
class shape. 

National figures show that many fatal accidents are 
caused by defective mechanism. If this plan will elimi¬ 
nate these accidents, it will be worth while not only for 
Spokane and Seattle, but for all our Western cities as well. 
Let’s keep our eyes on this new plan for safer driving.
